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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Appeal Brief 

1 . By filing an appeal brief with arguments, applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that 
action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-15 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method for transmitting channel quality 
information in a wireless communication system comprising at least one base station and at least 
one mobile station, the method comprising: varying a rate for reporting channel quality 
information from a mobile station to a base station as a function of the presence or absence 
of a reception of a data transmission at the mobile station, wherein the mobile station 
reports channel quality information at a first rate in the absence of a reception of a data 
transmission from the base station and, upon detection of a reception of a data transmission 
from the base station, the mobile station reports channel quality information at a second 
rate for a prescribed duration as in claim 1 ; a method for adapting the rate of reporting 
channel quality information in a wireless communication system including at least one base 
station and at least one mobile station, the method comprising: reporting channel quality 
information from the at least one mobile station to the at least one base station at a first 
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rate in the absence of a reception of a data transmission at the at least one mobile station 
(as of claim 11); and a method for transmitting channel quality information in a wireless 
communication system including at least one base station and at least one mobile station, the 
method comprising: varying a rate for reporting channel quality information from a mobile 
station to a base station as a function of the number of base stations with which the mobile 
station is communicating.
